We  have  under  cultivation  a large  tract  of  land  of  an  alluvial  and  peat 
composition  which  is  sub-irrigated  from  mountain  springs. 

In  this  soil,  we  are  able  to  grow  Asters  with  a minimum  of  trouble  from 
the  diseases  common  to  this  plant.  Usually  there  is  no  rain  in  Southern 
California  from  planting  time  until  harvest.  Seed  grown  under  these 
conditions  is  of  high  vitality. 

Conditions  are  thus  ideal  for  us  to  carry  out  our  program  of  rigid  rogueing. 
Our  care  in  reselection  has  enabled  us  to  improve  old  varieties  and  to  estab- 
lish new  types.

In  July,  1924,  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  of  England  granted  an 
“Award  of  Merit”  for  the  strain,  and  a Gold  Medal  for  the  group  of 
Dahlia  Flowered  Zinnias  exhibited  in  the  London  Show.  This  official 
recognition  of  the  strain  meant  much  to  its  originator,  our  late  president, 
John  Bodger,  who  had  put  forth  the  best  efforts  of  his  last  years  in  perfecting 
this  type. 

The  large  size,  fullness  of  petals,  extraordinary  color  range,  and  good 
keeping  qualities  of  this  flower  have  all  contributed  to  its  popularity.  It  is 
easily  grown,  and  keeps  well  when  cut.  It  is  at  present  immune  from  disease. 
Equally  good  as  a garden  flower  and  as  a florist’s  specialty,  its  popularity 
should  increase  with  years.  It  has  been  truthfully  called  “A  NEW  FLOWER 
FOR  THE  PEOPLE.”
